Sashes Worn by Army Surgeons and Their 


History. 


A great--many-people do not know 


why army surgeons wear green sashes. ' 
It is not so.rauch aa insignia of rank aa 
it is a protection to the wearer. Accord- 
ing to tbe code of war, surgeons are 
never shotror taken prisoners. To delib- 
erately shoot a surgeon while be is 
wearing his sash is considered a viola- 
tion of the code, punishable by death. 


Because of this provision surgeons of 


one army ne-er refuse tc look utter the 
wounded of t&e other army if it-is possi- 
ble for'ihem to do so. During the civil 
war it was often tbe case that after a 
battle tbe,field hospitals would contain 
almost an'eqnal number of men dressed 
in blne- and gray. The Federal army 
had the beat surgeons and the best 
stores, and a wounded Confederate con- 
sidered himself in great luck if be was 
removed to a Federal hospital to be 
cared for by Federal surgeons and phy- 
sicians. 


But in the heat of battle a green sash 


is not much protection, and snrgeoi? 
were often wounded or killed. Bat this 
did not keep the surgeons at the rear 
nntil tbe battle was over. They were 
often found n the thick of the fray, 
dressing worlds and sending tbe wound- 
ed to the re? r. Theirs was a perilous as 
well as a noble duty, and they perform- 
ed it well.—Omaha World-Herald.

Bird* as Surgeons. 


Some interesting observations made 


by M. Fatio on the surgical treatment 
of wounds by birds "were recently 
brought before the Physical society of 
Geneva. In these it was established 
that the snipe had often been observed 
iu repairing damages. With its beek 
and feathers it makes a very creditable 
dressing and has even been known to 
secure a broken limb by means of a stout 
ligature. On one occasion M. Fatio 
killed a snipe which had on its chest a 
large dressing composed of down from 
other parts of the body and securely 
fixed to the body by coagulated blood. 
Twice he had snipe with interwoven 
feathers strapped oil to the site of a 
fracture of ono or other limb. The most 
interesting example was that of a snipe 
both of whose legs he had unfortunately 
broken by a misdirected shot. He only 
recovered it on the following day, when 
he found that the wounded' bird had 
contrived to apply dressings and a sort 
of splint to both limbs. In carrying out 
this operation some feathers bad become 
entangled round the-beak, and not be- 
ing able to use its claws to get rid of 
them the poof creature was almost dead 
from hunger" when found. — Public 
Ojrinion.

ANCIENT TRICKSTERS 


QUEER CONJURING PEATS OP THE 


SEVENTEENTH CENTURY.

Conjurers in ancient times were not 


very respectable members of society— 
when successful, they enjoyed the repu- 
tation of having sold their souls to the 
evil ope, aud when of inferior ability 
they gained notoriety by being either 
drowned or burned. The medieval ma- 
gicians as well as the Egyptian magi 
and the Chaldean sages were only a 
strange mixture of chemist, conjurer 
and charlatan, and as these gentlemen 
were in tho habit of using their sup- 
posed occult powers to their own advan- 
tage they were naturally -unpopular. 
The feats of jugglery performed by 
these craftsmen were intended for tho 
mystification and not the amusement of 
the public, and for centuries conjuring 
had to it only a black side. 


The amateur conjurer of today is not 


always a popular individual, save with, 
children and the unsophistocated yokel. 
To the general public he is merely a 
bore of greater or less magnitude, whose 
performance is so obvious as to deceive 
no one. It is hard to realize that this 
person is no mere mushroom growth of 
modern society, but in point of fact his 
role is one of a respectable antiquity, 
'or he is to be found treading close upon 
the heels of the magicians and in the 
days when witchcraft was still rampant. 
This is significant of his reputation 
even in those early times, for had any 
one taken his tricks seriously he would 
doubtless have been run to earth and 
done to deatih as a wizard. 


In the middle of the seventeenth cen- 


tury, in the earliest years of the res- 
toration, a number of tricks were pub- 
lished in one of those facetious books 
which seem to have occupied the press 
to a great extent at this time, but 
which, owing to their popularity, have 
for the most part perished. The chief 
recommendation to the greater number 
of these tricks is that no apparatus be- 
yond the utensils of everyday life is 
necessary. Also it is suggested to the 
performer that he can make some 
small profit out of his entertainment by 
prevailing on his audience to bet with 
him on the result of the trick. 


"To set a horse's or an asse's head 


upon a man's head and shoulders'1 
seems impossible out of the land of 
Faery, but we axe informed that by 
boiling the head cut off from a living 
animal, "the flesh boyl'd may runne 
into oyle, " and then by mingling the 
hair beaten into powder with .this oil 
and anointing the heads of the standers 
by, "(lioy shall seem to have horses' or 
asses' heads" — a costly experiment and 
fearsome if successful. 


But, besides this, one can "make peo- 


ple seem headlesse," and this without 
bloodshed and by the following simple 
receipt: "Break arsenick very fine, and 
boyle it with sulphur in a cover'd pot, 
and kindle it with a new candle, and 
the standers-by will seem to be head- 
lesse." "Doubtless a strong imagination 
is necessary for success. 


Some of the tricks are such as would 


nowadays cause the performer to be 
disliked, to put it mildly, for instance, 
"have a nu£ filled with ink, and give 
this unto another and bid him crack it 
and see what he can find in that, " 
which being done "will cause much 
laughter." 


"To keep a Tapster from frothing his 


Pots" must have been an amusement to 
the wags of the period, and for this 
"provide in readinesse the skin of a red 
Bering, and when the Tapster is absent 
do but rub a little on the inside of his 
pots, and he will not be able to frotL 
themr do what he can, in a good while 
after." 


"To counterfeit a diamond with a 


white saphir" is a most useful accom- 
plishment, but the fraud is ' likely in 
these days to be discovered and is more 
a chemical experiment than a trick. 


Several tricks are recommended which 


have animals as their subject and are 
for the most part brutal to our modern 
ideas. Perhaps the least objectionable 
is "to seem to kill a Horse and cure him 
again," which may be thus accom- 
plished: 


"Take the seed of henbane and give 


it the Horse in his Provender, and it 
will cast him into such a deep sleep 
tha't he will seem dead. If you will re- 
cover him again, rub Ms Nostrils with 
Vinegar, and he will seem to be re- 
vived." The "seem to be revived" 
sounds rather ominous, and it is to b 
noted that the correct quantity of hen- 
bane is not mentioned, so that it migiifc 
be best to try this experiment on some 
one else's horse. 


"To make ashoul of (Goslings draw a 


Timber logge" sounds interesting, but 
unfortunately the directions are vague.

Old Gold In Them. 


"Old False Teeth Bought." 
Thig is the sign which attracts the 


attention of visitor! to the office of • 
certain dealer in dental and optical sup- 
plies. who doea tiusiness in Chicago. 


""It's queer how people are attracted 


by that sign," said the owner of the 
establishment. "I never intended it to 
be prominent, because there are other 
lines in my business I am mora interest- 
ed in pushing, but it seems to "fairly 
force itself into the minds of everybody 
who comes here, no matter what his 
mission may be, and 'old false teeth 
bought' is the only thing they can think 
or talk about. 


"There's nothing audacious in deal- 


ing in seoondbaud'false teeth, although 
I will admit the sign i»su unusual one. 
It is a legitimate branch of our trade. 
With ordinary usage false teeth don't 
wear out and are just as good at the end 
of a few years as they were when new. 
The teeth themselves are valuable, and 
the gold work used in binding even the 
commonplace kind together is costly. 
People are forever getting new ideas 
about their teeth and keep the dentists 
busy changing or building over their 
artificial molars. Then, yon remember 
that a whole lot of people who wear 
false teeth are dying every day. 


"Ten years ago there was no way of 


utilizing this old material. It was all 
dead waste, so to speak. But now it is 
different, and people are more econom- 
ical. False teeth, especially if heavily 
set with gold plates, are worth too much 
money to be oast aside when new ones 
are ordered or to be buried in a grave. 
Thus it comes that a trade of consider 
able proportions has sprung up in this 
line, and old false teeth are a staple in 
this market." 


"Who brings them here to sell and 


what class of customers buy them?" 


"Small dentists who are hard up 


financially and lack the inclination or 
facilities to clean up and build over the 
discarded sets, which they are sharp 
enough to retain from their patrons, are 
the main source of supply. Sometimes 
they make their patrons a little allow- 
ance for the old sets of teeth, but they 
get out of this whenever possible on the 
plea that they are worthiest. Then we 
have poor folk who cannot afford to 
wear false teeth any longer come in 
here occasionally and offer them for 
sale. Undertakers? Well, that is a fea- 
ture of the trade I don't cars to talk 
about. I might be misunderstood, and 
some people are so squeamish, you 
know. 


"Why, one woman came in here yes- 


terday to buy an opera glass. She look- 
ed like a good customer and was inspect* 
ing some high priced glasses when I 
stopped to wait upon a man who fre- 
quently brings in some fine teeth. She 
saw me take a set from him and pay 
for them, and then, noticing probably 
his somber clothes and an end of black 
crape sticking out of one of his side 
pockets, she Sounced away in a fury 
without a word of explanation. It is 
hard to please everybody, and as times 
are hard I have to be very careful. " 


"But what about your sales? Who 


taEes these old grinders and incisors 
from yon?" 


''Principally a class of men who 


make a business of working over the 
gets. When the outfit is in reasonably 
good shape, it is given a thorough 
cleansing, brightened np, and then re- 
sold to dentists who have a cheap pat- 
ronage. A little tinkering will make 
them fit after a fashion in the months 
of people who want to make a show of 
false teeth at small cost. Where the sets 
are not good enough to be used entire 
they are broken up, the gold either 
melted down or saved to be remodeled, 
and the teeth themselves remounted as 
they are needed for patients. It's a good 
thing for poor people, for many of them 
are thus enabled to get passably fair 
false teeth at a nominal price, when 
otherwise they would have to go with- 
out, owing to the great expense. Excuse 
me while I wait upon this woman. "

establishment, the merchant was dick- 
ering with an ample proportioned Af- 
rican "aunty" for a double set of teeth 
with heavy gold plates, which she said 
she had found in a hotel where she 
worked as chambermaid.

KJLBOK MET IN FAIR SPIRIT. 


The cotton manufacturers of Fall 


River at their annual meeting Monday 
afternoon took action thatif consistent- 
ly followed up should result in good re- 
lations between the employers and em- 
ployed of that city and establish a very 
•worthy precedent. They passed these 
resolutions unanimously: 


"Resolved—That frequent agitation 


over the question of wages is exceed- 
ingly detrimental to the community 
and a menace to the stability of the 
industry.

With this end in view it is voted that a 
committee be appointed from this as- 
sociation to confer with the represen- 
tatives of the labor organizations to 
discuss their request for an increase 
in wages, and with power to enter into 
some agreement for an increase in 
wages, and With power to enter into 
some agreement establishing on equit- 
able basis some arrangement by which 
•wages'may be adjusted to the con- 
ditions of the mrkct without prolonged 
agitation or threatened conflict be- 
tv. sen employer and employed."

On the other hand 
these terse and comprehensive reso- 
lutions point lout the responsibility 
that rests on labor. An agitation that 
sends buyers into another market is 
just as detrimental to the operative as 
it is to the manufacturer. The opera- 
tive has his labor to sell as the manu- 
facturer has the product to sell and if | 
buyers pass by the market in which 
he sells his labor there Avill be no 
market for him. The trouble is, the 
operative is not as quick to see this 
and as ready to admit it as the manu- 
facturer and hence many agitaitons 
that intelligent 
co-operation 
might 


prevent. 


Labor could not be met in a fairer 


spirit "than the spirit which shows in 
the resolutions we quote. It is a spirit 
which notes that there are two parties 
to the- manufacturing contract, capital 
and labor, and it requires an honest 
adjustment of the two to each other 
and of both to the conditions which 
limit the particular industry in which 
they are for the time concerned.

"Brothers, we must avenge ourselves 


on the Americans and exterminate them 
that we may take our revenge for the 
infamy and treachery they have com- 
mitted upon us; have no compassion 
upon them; attack with vigor. All Fili- 
pinos en masse will second you. 


"Long hve Filipino independence." 
Filth—The order which will be followed 


in the attack will be as follows:

Army Reorganization Bill Cornell I'p For 


DiscusKiou In tho Senate, 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The senate has 


passed the postoffice appropriation bill 
and has taken up the army bill. The 
speakers on the latter yesterday are 
members of the committee on military 
affairs. Mr. Cockrell spoke definitely 
for the opposition to the army bill. He 
declared practically that the Hul!-Haw- 
ley bill could not become a law at this 
session. He and those who stood with 
him were willing to give the president 
all the money and every man he desired, 
but they were determined that no great 
standing army should be fastened upon 
the country without full and free dis- 
cussion. 


The postoffice appropriation bill was 


passed, Mr. Butler of North Carolina and 
Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota having 
concluded their speeches.

It is fertile, well watered, and, besides 
being a good agricultural country, is 
also very suitable for cattle, sheep and 
goata Horse sickness is unknown, and 
at Fort Patrick, the chief station of the 
British South Africa company in this 
neighborhood, the horses which have 
been introduced are doing very well 
The climate is described by Europeans 
who have visited it as being better than 
that of Blantyre and Zomba.. The 
Luswasi or Cheroma lake, upon the 
shores of which it is proposed to place 
the head station of this section of the 
railroad, is situated on a high level of 
the Machinga mountains. It is abcct 
eight miles square, with clear, good 
water, and natives are settle* all around 
it. The Luswasi river, which is about 
30 miles long, drains the lake into the 
Loangwa, which from this point to the 
Zambezi ba« no falls, but is broken by 
rapids that would render steam naviga- 
tion difficult, if not impossible. The 
climate of the Loangwa district gener- 
ally is held to be healthier than that of 
the Shire highlands and lowlands The 
Loangwa valley itself is very hot for 
about two months in the year. The 
rains last for about three months—De- 
cember, January and February—and it 
ig only during this period that malarial 
fever is to be dreaded by Europeans 
There is plenty of cheap native labor 
available throughout the district for 
the making of the railroad, and the 
cost of construction over this section of 
the line would be favorably affected by 
the cheap rate at which the natives 
willingly hire themselves for work. The 
native labor rate of Africa might al- 
Kust be regulated by degrees of lati- 
tude 
At Kiuberley, in tbe diamond 


mines, the price paid for native labor 
is £5 a month; at Johannesburg, in .the 
gold mines. £4 to £5 a month; in 
southern Rhodesia, £3 to £4 is the rate 
for the mines, and north of the Zambezi 
a teeming population is eager to find 
employment at 6 shillings a month. The 
construction of the railway tapping 
these labor fields will evidently tend to 
equalise the lates. 


The section of 280 miles lying be- 


tween the head station of the Luswasi 
and the southern end of Lake Tan- 
ganyika will follow easy country on 
high, grassy levels, averaging 5,000 
feet above the sea, very suitable for 
cattle and fairly well populated with 
blacku rill within about £0 or 30 
miles of Lake Tanganyika. 
Here there 


is a rapid fall of about 3,000 feet, or 
100 feet to the mile. 
At Tangan- 


yika the native black population gives 
place to Arabs, whose custom it has 
been to raid the southern country for 
slaves. Of the 
populations passed 


through in the 500 miles lying between 
the Zambezi and Tanganyika only one 
has the character of a warlike race. 
This is the Avemba, whose country is 
situated about 120 miles north of the 
Luswasi or Cberoma lake at the point 
at which the eleventh parallel of lati 
tude cuts the thirty-first degree of lon- 
gitude. 
The remaining populations 


vary in degrees of civilization, some 
possessing vhe simple arts of agricul- 
ture only, others showing themselves 
able to work in iron and in gold filigree, 
to weave and dye cloth, to plait straw, 
to carve ivory and to make the coarser 
kinds of pottery. They generally show 
a capacity for learning European trades, 
and under the teaching of missionaries 
or others become expert in carpenter- 
ing, building and similar occupations. 
Throughout the course of the railroad 
south of Lake Tanganyika there are 
promising mineral indications. 


Lake Tanganyika measures about 400 


miles from north to south. At the south 
end of the lake it is proposed that a 
steamboat service shall take np the 
chain of communication and form the 
next link of 400 miles. From the south 
end of Tanganyika to the southern 
tongue of Uganda, on 1% degrees lati- 
tude and 30 degrees longitude, the ter- 
ritory through which communications 
must pass is no longer British. Rights 
of way have, however, been provided 
for, and if a time should come when it 
should be considered desirable to con- 
tinue unbroken railway communication 
from south to north it is probable that 
no insuperable obstacles to the execu- 
tion of the project would be encounter- 
ed. Under the present scheme it is pro- 
posed to continue the railway from the 
north end of Lake Tanganyika for an- 
otbex 490 miles to • point which is yet 
undecided ia Uganda- territory, so as to 
strike the navigable headwaters of tbe 
Nile valley and presumably the head of 
tbe Uganda railway running into Men- 
go, the capital of Uganda, from the 
east coast This section has not yet 
been traveled over by engineers in the 
employment of the Transcontinental 
Railway company, but the country is

war department ia soon to be tested at 
the United States target grounds in San 
Antonio. Tex., and later manufactured 
at the armory in Springfield, says The 
Republican of that city The new sight 
is known as the model 1898, and is dis- 
tinguished from the sights now in use 
on the magazine rifles by having a wind 
gauge of proved efficiency 
The testa 


are designed by Lientenant Colonel Ar- 
nold to more accurately gradnate the 
Eight. The giadnation of the sight has 
now been made as accurate as careful 
calculation can make it, but the lieu- 
tenant colonel wishes to go beyond the 
possibility of error Five sights will be 
nsed on the range, each at distances of 
from 200 to 2.000 yards from the tar- 
get 
The exact elevation of each sight 


at each distance will be taken, and in 
case of variation the average in each 
case will determine the proper gradua- 
tion for the perfect sight These tests. 
with results noted for each of the 19 
target distances, will exactly determine 
the shape of the curved base of the sight 
and consequently the accuracy of the 
Bight at any given elevation 


Lieutenant Colonel Arnold has al- 


ready nearly equipped a plant at the 
local armory with a capacity of 1,000 
of these sights each day As soon as the 
sight is perfected by the tests at San 
Antonio the local plant will be started 
at once to its entire capacity 
The 


sights now on the United States maga- 
zine rifles will be called in as rapidly as 
the new ones can be made. This will 
continna until the entire supply of 
magazine rifles now in the hands of 
United States troops is fitted with the

ondary, but an acute diagnostician wi!

Splendid Crystal* In California) 


Some time ago John -E. Burton of 


Lake Geneva, Wis., leased the right to 
prospect for crystals in the old Green 
Mountain mine, near Mokelumue hill, 
in Calaveras county, Cal. • He found a 
number of fine snecimens, and one of 
them is claimed to be the largest group 
or mass of crystals ever found. As taken 
out from the drift where it was uncov- 
ered it was 11 feet 7 inobes in circum- 
ference. It was 4 feet 2 inches long, 3 
feet 6 inches wide and S feet 2 inches 
high. It weighed 2,200 pouuds. The 
mass included one large ccutial crystal 
and a surrounding group of smaller, 
onea From tbe central one it was esti- 
mated that a perfect sphere 14 inches 
in diameter could be out, while several 
others from three to eight inches in 
diameter oonld be obtained from the" 
mass. Mr. Burton has found in all 
about 13 tons of crystals.—Engineering 
ind Mining Journal.

Scores of runaways in time "peopled the 
inaccessible bills, and in the spots 
where tb'ey threw up tbeir first shelter- 
ing huts of bark or fallen trees or-found 
refuge in caves their descendants dwell 
today. 


Tbe woods had their Indian dwellers 


already, and tbe two races mingled. 
These are tbe strange people who are 
seen now and then hi tbe little villages 
along tbe Erie railway in Bockland and 
tbe adjoining towns of Bergen and 
Orange counties, and whose homes are 
far back in tbe bills. A characteristic 
of thass people is that tbe names of tbe 
old Dutch families in which tha orig- 
inal blacks were slaves bave been re- 
tained by them, generation after gener- 
ation. Tbe most numerous family of

In the summer time yon might climb

among the rocks and hidden by the trees 
and foliage that only one acquainted 
with the ways of the mountaineers could 
find them. In the fall, when the trees 
are bare, the huts stand revealed to any

He called attention to the 
fact that in" both" instances he was 
credited in the interviews wltlfrefusing 
to answer certain questions, slid insisted 
,tliat these refusals should be given due 
weight in considering the questions to 
which he did reply. He said in the case 
of the interview of Feb. 1 that he had a 
letter from the man who wrote the story 
offering to tweaf that General Miles had 
refused to be interviewed, and that the 
whole story was made up in the office 
from the writer's general knowledge of 
the facts. 


Notwithstanding this, when his final 


answer was asked as to the authenticity 
of the interview, General Miles did not 
specifically deny it, but merely said that 
it did not quite fairly represent his 
own opinion in the case. The same quali- 
fied denial as to The Journal interview of 
Dec. 23 was made, leaving the witness on 
record as not assuming any responsi-

There is probably no more highly educated Samoan than Muliufi, the nephew of Mataafa, who may or may not be .king of Samoa as the events of the 


immediate future may determine. He is commonly known by his early name of Muliufi, which means the "end of a yam,* but in his own town of Falefa 
he is a ruling- chief and is known by his official title of Alaiasalanoa. Early in life he was taken in hand by the Catholic missionaries and sent to their train- 
ing school on the island of TJeai where he was carefully educated in English, French1 and Latin, with the intention of making a priest of him. But though 
he acquired a good education "he failed to restrain certain characteristics of conduct which would not comport well with the vocation of a priest. Since that 
plan was of necessity relinquished, the young chief has allowed hie natural indolence and rascality to have full swing. 


He is very fond of posing for bis photograph in the guise of a warrior, with his head chopping knife held prominently in sight. He talks war, he cavorts 


about in antic dances of the warlike sort, he juggles with his long knife, known to the islaftders as the "nifo oti," or "tooth of death," and is even willing to 
lead his clan in the direction of the combat. But when; he nears the field of battle Muliuri always finds some errand in the rear guard, and the actual fight- 
ing knows him not until the result has been made manifest. Then he reappears and claims'everything in sight. 


The Samoan girls at best would scarcely be looked upon.as ornaments of society in more'civilized communities. When they are not'at their best, they

THE HOUSE OF WRECKS, 


In the garden of the Tresco abbey, on 


one of the isles of Scilly, stands a build- 
ing that is without parallel in. the world. 
This particular building is a grim re- 
minder of the hundreds of good ships 
and brave men that have gone down in 
the English channel near these islands, 


which have the well earned reputation 
of being the most dreaded rocks lying 
off the shores of the British isles.

Mrs. Anna 
Whitaker of this city spoke for the 
press department; Mrs. Ella C. Wells 
of this city read an interesting paper 
on narcotics; MI-SL Addie W. Slmonds 
of North Adamsoezzb bz bz zbzbbbbb 
of this city reported for the toyaJ 
temperance legion work and 
urged 


more activity among lh" children in 
temperance •svork. 


The annual report of the secretary 


showed that the work was healthy in 
the county and growing gradually. The 
treasurer's report showed all 
bills 


paid and a balance in the treasury. An 
offering was taken for the benefit of 
the county treasury. Mrs. Julia t. 
Sears conducted the noon-tide 
de- 


votions, 
and afterward 
lunch was 


served by the local union. 


In the executive meeting at 1 o'clock 


nearly all the former superintendents 
were reappiointed. At the 
afternoon 


session the reports of the presidents 
and secretaries of the county 
were 


read and accepted. One or two were 
somewhat discouraging in tone, but 
the greater portion showed gains and 
were of a character to give impetus to 
the others. The executive committee's 
report, with recommendations as to the 
furthering of the general work, was 
accepted. 


After a lively debate it was voted to 


hold the annual convention hereafter 
in October instead of February, and 
the officers elected are to hold over 
until the meeting in 1900. Mrs. Ltorenzo 
Henry of Pittsfleld, one^of the olrtest 
members of the union, was unanimous- 
ly elected an honorary member for life. 


The committee on resolutions corn- 


mended the idea of scientific temper- 
ance teaching in the schools and asked 
for legislation 
that would entirely 


abolish the liquor traffic, and to that 
end it was suggested that every effort 
be made to influence the legislature to 
pass such laws as will be effective; the 
exhibition of prize fights by means of 
the kinetoscope was denounced as de- 
moralizing and its prohibition by law 
was asked for.

Important Hearing on Its Petition al 


Boston Yesterday. 


The committee on water supply gave 


a hearing In Boston Tuesday on the 
petition of the Williamstown water 
company for authority to increase its 
capital stock to $200,000 and bonds to 
the same amount, and to hold $100,000 
worth in real estate. Ex-Senator S. 
Proctor Thayer of this city presented 
the case for the company, "showing the 
need of the town for a larger supply 
Questions were asked about the profit- 
ableness of the proposed extension of 
the plant. Mr. Thayer said that A. C. 
Houshton, Williams college and one or 
two others which had imperative need 
of water were the principal stockhold- 
ers of the company and it was never 
inaugurated 
as 
a 
money-makJng 


scheme. They had to pay more for the 
old company's plant than it would cost 
to duplicate it. 


The president of Ihe water company, 


S. B. Clark, said that the supply is 
now so short that last season the 
elevator in the hotel had to shut down 
until the fall rains. Blackinton wajits 
to take water from the company. It is 
oroposed to nearly double the capacity 
nf the works. Williamstown is grow- 
ing rapidly. The rates of the company 
are practically the same as in North 
Adams, Greenfield and other places 
where th.e gravity system is used. He 
could not say that the company could 
i?o ahead and get the new supply by 
adding to the floating debt. The gross 
Income of the company last year was 
about $8000. It is possible that the 
fonipany may have to go out of the 
state to get its supply. Representative 
Prindle of Williamstown said that the 
town needs more water and there is 
no way but to put out more money 
No effort has been made for a muni- 
cipal water supply. 
Representative 


Tolman of Pittsfield said that this was 
a purely philanthropic company. The 
hearing was continued to Tuesday, 
March 28, at 10.30. 


Why We Are Good 


In speaking 
of the 
comparative 


quietness of the city as far as police 
affairs are concerned, the local letter 
in the Sunday Republican accounts for 
it thus: 


Until a year or two ago North Adams 


had been booming remarkably for an 
eastern town, and strangers in com- 
menting upon this fact almost invaria- 
bly compared the town to the "snappy" 
cities of the West. The fact that it was 
a particularly lively business place and 
growing rapidly became sounded far 
and wide, and one of the results was a 
rush from all quarters to North Adams, 
many coming with th^ idea that if they 
could only get here they would find 
themselves in clover. The building of 
th« Notch reservoir did much to flood 
the town with laborers from many 
sources, and other public works b,ave 
had a similar tendency 


As a consequence the town- acquired 


a "floating" population, ftnuch of which 
found it as natural to "float" through 
the saloons and into the locl&p Sat- 
urday night as it is for a duck to seek 
a mud puddle. This kept pn till the 
time came when thete waa not -profit- 
able employment for all and the hard 
times of the last two yeara or niore 
made the conditions still worse. 


As a result many of the "floaters" 


have passed on to other fields and the 
town is gradually getting back to nor- 
mal conditions, so far as iits popula- 
tion is concerned, which undoubtedly 
accounts to a considerable extent for 
the noticeable falling off in drunken- 
ness and petty crime: There is still 
enough of both, but as compared with 
former scenes the district court and 
police station for the -past few months 
have presented a Sunday school ap- 
nefl.rn.npp. 


WANT TO KEEP OPEN SUNDAYS, 


Small Dealers Object to Police Ruling, 


and Make Amusing Applications. 


There has been a good deal of 


squirming among sma.ll dealers at the 
decided stand of the police department 
on the question of Sunday closing. 
Some weeks ago the police decided that 
all stores would have to close by 3 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, as persons 
who wanted Sunday papers would have 
ample opportunity to secure them be- 
fore that time. 


The regular newsdealers have ac- 


cepted the situation willingly, but the 
small dealers who used the permission 
to stay open for a general business 
without regard to the sale of papers, 
have begun to enter'emphatic protests. 
They have various excuses for wanting 
to stay open longer, some advancing 
the interests of their customers, and 
others frankly admitting that they did 
not care so much for their customers 
as for themselves. 


Within the last two or three days a 


number of them have been making 
efforts to secure victuallers' licenses, 
which will enable them to remain open 
all the time Sunday. The basis for 
such application is sometimes laugh- 
able, consisting of absolutely nothing 
that goes to make up the outfit of a 
restaurant. It is not expected that this 
effort to get the better of the law will 
be particularly successful. 


Recently a letter has been received 


from a Springfield official asking if 
this state of affairsfcexisted in this city, 
and what "action was taken in regard 
to it. The letter stated that since the 
matter had been pushed in that city 
there had been many such applications 
for victuallers' licenses on the part of 
petty dealers who 'were by no means 
entitled to them. 


(ENSIGNS FOR SCHOOL TEACHERS 


President Eliot of Harvard Endorses 


the Plan Suggested, 


Local teachers have discussed con- 


siderably the wisdom of the bill in- 
troduced this season In the legislature 
authorizing the city of Boston to pen- 
sion its school teachers, and which has 
in educational papers been advocated 
fpr all cities. The matter was dis- 
cussed at a recent teachers' meeting in 
Boston, at' which the remarks of Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard/will be of gen- 
eral interest. 


The bill proposes in brief that a 


teachers' fund shall be created for 
Bo'ston, made up of donations and 
legacies and amounts retained from the 
salaries of the teachers themselves. 
The citysis to pay for the administra- 
tion of the fund, and annuities are to 
be paid to those who are superan- 
nuated or who have been disabled and 
obliged to leave their school. No an- 
nuity is to be paid to any teacher till 
he shall have paid in assessments $540, 
a sum which would be paid if the reg- 
ular $3 a month should be retained 
from the. salary for 30 years. If a con- 
tributing teacher should resign before 
the 30 years are up, from any other 
cause than disability, such a teacher is 
to receive back one-third of what he 
had paid in. 


President Eliot said: "I am not in- 


terested in this subject considered as a 
"harity. Men and women were never 
drawn into any profession by the final 
orospeqt of .charitable aid. The funda- 
mental1" object of the pension system 
'S to make the life of public servants 
more attractive and honorable, and I 
am entirely in favor of it. The profit- 
able pension to pay is the long and 
honorable service pensiom 
This is 


the pension we pay to judges, and 
ought to extend through the civil ser- 
vice. The man who brings my letters 
overy day ought to have a pension. It 
will be an outrage if he does not. Our 
judges, most of them, sacrifice money 
to entpp their offices. They do this be- 
cause they are secure for life at a 
moderate income in a lipe of work, 
public justice, to which a long line of 
fine men have devoted their lives. 


"Pensions for teachers are most im- 


portant of all, because the future suc- 
cess of free institutions depends on the 
success of the work of the common 
school teachers." 


President Eliot said that the decrease 


in the rate of interest, which has gone 
down from S pel cent. T\hen he was 
first prescient t.j i p^i cent, at the 
present, would prevent the savings of 
teachers from supporting them in old 
age. The present bill he would not be 
willing to support In its entirety, be- 
cause it took all funds out of the teach- 
ers, while he thought the city should 
provide at least half. He told of the 
advantages of getting rid of the super- 
annuated teachsrs, and said the pen- 
sion system was the best way
